two compulsory years of high school — ahead 


of some parts of the U.S.A. 


New, modem school houses have been spring­ 
ing up all over R ussia. Amazing amounts of 
money have been spent on them. The State 
1 niversity of Kazakh looks as modern as the 
Supreme Court building in Washington The new 
building of Moscow University cost $150,000 ooo 
and resembles a New York skyscraper. It cost 
about as much as the entire campus 0/ many 
American colleges R ussians claim 4.300 000 stu­ 
dents are enrolled in their universities and col­ 
leges. which also includes technical schools Our 
universities and colleges have 3,000.000. Thirty- 
eight million are registered in R ussian primary 
and high schools.
